Test Anxiety 

Before you know it, final exam time will be here. 
For some people more than others, this is a time for 
terror because they have test anxiety. What is test 
anxiety? It is worry or fear related to having to take 
tests, and it is caused by pressure, past experience, and 
fear of failure. Every student who takes a test feels 
some anxiety, but with actual test anxiety, the feeling is 
so intense that it negatively affects her performance. 

What are some effective ways to deal with test 
anxiety? The most important thing is to learn to relax. 
Next, learn to be an effective studier: set the right 
atmosphere for studying, use outlines and flash cards, 
and prepare yourself. It is also very helpful to learn 

Sood test-taking skills: budget your time for each 
uestion on the text, do the easier questions first, and be 
sure to answer each question. Remember to read each 
question carefully and think as you read. Finally, don't 
be afraid to talk to your instructors.

If you are currently receiving finanical aid for the 
1993/94 academic year you should receive a "renewal 
application" at your permanent address from the 
federal government in order to reapply for financial 
aid next year, 1994-95. Hint~the "renewal form" 
looks like a Student Aid Report (SAR), but it is on 
white paper. If you haven't received a "renewal form" 
in the mail by January 1, you must reapply using a 
Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA). 

In addition, all undergraduate students must also 
complete a Financial Aid Form (FAF). Both forms are 
currently available in the finanical aid offices at 
Chalon and Doheny. Remember, you may not mail 
the forms before January 1, or the processor will reject 
and return them to you. We encourage you to file both 
forms immediately after the first of the year.

SUMMMER SCHOOL t If you are planning to attend a Sumner 
School other than MSMC, you need to oo several things before 
registering for your class(es). 

1. Decide what you will take and where you will take the 
class(es). (Ordinarily, a student does nol take more than 6 
units In summer.) 

2. Verify that those courses are going to be offered. Host of the 
community colleges will have their schedule ready soon. Some of 
the 9 L.A. Community Colleges (ELAC, LACC, Valley, Harbor, Vest, 
Southwest, Trade-Tech, Pierce, Mission) will HOI have them ready 
until later. Most summer sessions begin around June 29. Phone the 
college(s) of your choice now and ask them if the course(s) will be 
offered: if the registrar can't answer, try the department; also 
request an application for student enrollment and a class schedule 
of SUMMER SESSION. (These are not available In the Advisement 
(Center.) At many colleges you must do the student enrollment 
before you are able to register for classes. Do so soon . 

3. Get a Transfer of Credit Clearance form from the 

Advisement Center. Check the policy regarding taking 
classes elsewhere, after enrollment in MSMC. PLEASE follow 
the policy. 

4. Check with your Advisor/Advisement Center to be sure that the 
courses are TRANSFERABLE to MSMC and S&llSfX what you intend 
to do. 

5. If you are taking two classes, you may indicate BOTH classes on the 
same form. Please help us to prevent waste and also help to
